DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Applicant's reply, filed 5/29/2009, has been received and entered. 
Claims 1 and 6 have been amended. 

No claims have been cancelled. 

New claims 11 and 12 have been added. 

Thus, claims 1-12 remain currently pending in this application. 
Priority 

2. The Applicant's claim to foreign priority under 35 (JSC § 119(a)-(d) or (f), or 365(b) 
of Japanese Application 2003-181546 is recognized and has been placed in the file folder. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-3 of the REMARKS, filed 5/28/2009, with respect 
to claims 1 and 6 have been fully considered and, in view of the newly added amendments, 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, the closest prior art, Kash (US 5,940,545) discloses 
a system comprising a signal generator, a detector, a position calculator, a time 
difference measuring device, and a data processor. Furthermore, Suzuki et al. (JP 7- 
211280), discloses a detector having a position-sensitive electron multiplier tube 
(EMT) comprising an entrance window, a plurality of micro-channel plates (MCP), an 
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anode, and a pulse reading circuit. However, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest, 
in combination with the other claimed elements, a system for time-resolved 
measuring comprising a electron multiplier tube with a plurality of MCP, wherein the 
pulse reading circuit is only connected to the output face of the first micro-channel 
plate, located opposite the entrance window. The balance of claims are allowed 
based on dependence from claims 1 and 6.
